Deaconess — A torch and pastoral staff crossed. 

Standard Rearer— A passion cross and anchor 
with the anchor joined to the foot of the Cross. 

Faith — A black triangular plate with a deep 
silver border. On the black plate rests a spray 
of blue forget-me-nots. 

Hope — A black triangular plate with a deep 
silver border. On the black plate rests a plain 
red rose. 

Charity— A black triangular plate with a 
deep silver border. On the black plate rests a 
plain white rose. 

Musical Director— A Harp. 

Inner Guardian— A Passion Cross and key 

crossed. 
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Outer Guardian — A sword and pastoral stalT 
crossed. 

All of the above are to he of silver and sus- 
pended front a bar by a scarlet rihlmn through 
a ring hanger which is attached to the jewel. 

3. Past Preceptress, same as Preceptress, with 
the addition of a wreath of maple leaves encirc- 
ling the jewel. 

4. Grand Chapter jewels to be the same de- 
sign as the Chapter jewels, but shall ho of gold. 
They shall he suspended from a gold bar by a 
purple ribbon.
